for the man whose doctor tells him 
he has got to take it easy, and 
whose bankroll does not run to the 
Riviera or world cruises. 
Especially la It for the fellow who 
started on the farm, Dr. Gould H a r ­ 
rold. of the " W ate r Culture" exper­ 
imental station here, suggests—the 
fellow who has had his "feet on the 
ground" as a real fa rm -kid, and 
who has retained 
a 
real 
farm 
shrewdness. 
Not that a t present it’s a sure 
m oney-m aker or quite ready, Dr. 
Harrold warns. But the time will 
come, he believes. 
In the system 
in use under the allspices of the 
Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant 
Research, not only "truck crops" 
are adaptable, hut many flowers, 
such aa begonias, cosmos, the Illy 
family, 
and 
gardenias. 
Potatoes 
also are adapted to this system, a l­ 
though trays and tanka m ust have 
a different rhape. 
W ith "root crops,” such as beets, 
carrots, turnips, radishes, the tech- 
* nique m ust be different: hut under 
the general principles of "tray agri- 
t culture" these too can be efficient­ 
ly grown.

Chief exponent in recent years of 
"tray agriculture" is Professor W.

It w as he who solved the 
practical difficulty

using chicken wire and excelsior to 
hold the root in solution in a tank. 
Hts 
experiments, 
principally 
in 
flowers, have been spectacular. Put 
he also has a vision of utility for 
tray agriculture, and he foresees an 
age when A m erica's cities will be 
ringed with v ast greenhouses, b ear­ 
ing their crops in wonderful profus­ 
ion and freshness, coming ripe and 
cheap to m ark e t—initial costs h a v ­ 
ing been greatly reduced by the 
cheapness of production, and selling 
costs greatly reduced by the elim in­ 
ation of the long railroad or truck 
haul. 
But the approach of Dr. John M. 
A rthur of tile Boyce Thompson In ­ 
stitute and Dr. Harrold has been 
very different. 
The California idea 
of Professor Gerleke is civic, sd r e ­ 
quires considerable 
initial capital 
for greenhouses.

of 250,000 pound air-liners carrying 180 pas­ 
sengers on non-stop ocean flights might 
sound like a pipo-dream—if it came from 
anyone else. 
But Mr. Martin already has 
advanced so far on the road to the super­ 
airplane that we only can take it for granted 
that planes such as he describes will be in 
actual commercial operation within a decade. 
Mr. Martin’s prediction—voiced to a mem­ 
ber of The Register staff while on his com­ 
memorative flight to Catalina this summer, 
is interesting because the famous designer 
and builder of planes does not seem to be­ 
lieve that there is a theoretic limit to plane 
size.

But he already has made studies of this 
projected 250.000 pound airplane.

I of the strongest nations in the lus- 
I tory of the world. 
The p articular reasons: we have 
the things they lack,chiefly natural 
resources in vast quantities, a vast 
I domestic m arket 
which will per­ 
mit us to m aintain our prosperity 
in the production of automobiles, 
radios, airplanes and other modi rn 
j products. 
We have most of the gold in the 
world, an orderly government, and 
our geographical position leaves us 
free from most of the inditical in­ 
fluences which beset them. 
lf we cannot realize our destiny, 
they say, it will tx* the fault sole­ 
ly of our leadership. 
The foreign nation which (they 
fear, for the future, is Russia. She 
1 is about the only one with large* n a ­ 
tural resources which m ight mean 
real wealth. 
There is considerable 
question however whether her form 
i of governm ent will permit her to 
j develop her natural wealth with a 
much greater degree of efficiency 
than In the j*ast.
